Washington, April 23.—fu n e ra l Car­ 
ranza's note to President Wilson de­ 
claring the seizure of Vera Cruz by 
American forces a violation of tile na 
tional sovereignty of Mexico, inviting 
the United States to suspend hostile 
operations and withdraw 
its forces 
and suggesting that the constitution­ 
alist government should receive de­ 
mands for partial offenses committed 
by Huerta, stirred the Mexico situa­ 
tion to a new and acute crisis. 
The opposition

government’s action, coining from an ' 
unexpected quarter after tile W ash-' 
lngton administration had hoped f o r 1 
an attitude of neutrality and passive 
observation 
from the constitutional­ 
ists, brought the government face to 
face witli possible hostility from the 
great body of Mexican forces Ding 
in proximity to the southern tier of 
the United States. 
Secretary Bryan received the Car­ 
ranza note at his home. 
lie did not 
comment on it. 
Secretary Garrison 
and Assistant Secretary Breckinridge. 
who were waiting at the war depart­ 
ment, were giveu copies of the mes­ 
sage. 
Secretary Tumulty, who was 
asleep, hurried to the 
war depart­ 
ment and 
Major 
General Wot her 
spoon, chief of staff of the army, was 
summoned to 
join 
the 
conference. 
President Wilson, 
who 
had 
retired 
early, was awakened aud told of the 
situation. 


Precautions Against Uprisings. 


Rumors of a possible restoration 
of the embargo on arm s were revived 
and it was believed this was the sub­ 
ject of the war departm ent confer­ 
ence. 
Precautions against uprisings 
on the border as a possible result of 
Carranza's opposition to the Ameri­ 
can government’s course were also to 
be under consideration. 
The joint army and navy board, it 
is understood, recommended the re­ 
storation of the em bargo on arms 
into Mexico. 
While 
Mexican representatives of 
Carranza here professed to see a tone 
of friendliness to the United States 
in the note of their chief its blunt re­ 
quest for the withdrawal of the Amer­ 
ican forces from Vera Cruz and its 
virtual demand for recognition of the 
rebels as representing the constitu­ 
tional government of Mexico injected 
phases which made administration of­ 
ficials manifestly uneasy. 
Plans thus far made by the army 
and navy board to secure reprisals 
from 
Huerta had 
contemplated 
no 
move along the American border, as 
it was not desired to make any demon­ 
stration that might be regarded by the 
constitutionalists as directed toward 
them. 
Should hostility develop among 
the constitutionalists who are in con­ 
trol along the Mexican boundary of 
the United States plans of tho army 
will be changed immediately. 


Creates Grave Problem. 


The knowledge that Carranza, while 
refusing to make common cause with 
Huerta, might be disposed of his own 
initiative to resent the acts of the 
American government, made the prob­ 
lem admittedly more grave than it 
has ever been. 
Carranza pointed out that the seiz­ 
ure of Vera Cruz would be regarded 
as a hostile act by the Mexican peo­ 
ple and that it was advisable for the 
United States to withdraw its troops 
from Vera Cruz as soon as practicable. 
Carranza 
agreed 
with 
President 
Wilson that Huerta did not represent 
the Mexican nation, but on the other 
hand, feared the Mexican people might 
be inflamed and drawn into a con­ 
flict which would make them sacrifices 
to the usurpations of Huerta. 
The note, it was admitted by many 
officials, was capable of a friendly 
construction,

officers under General Carranza might 
not be so conservative. 
Apprehension 
over this situation was manifest In 
many quarters.

There is every reason to believe 
that the railroad running inland from 
Vera Cruz for twenty miles, with a 
valuable trestle, will be policed by 
American 
marines and 
bluejackets. 
This section of the railroad is of su­ 
preme importance should future de­ 
velopments require a movement on 
Mexico City. 
Beyond holding of Vera Cruz and 
this railroad the Washington govern­ 
ment does not want to act at present, 
but persons in the confidence of the 
administration admit that action by 
H uerta or Carranza at any time may 
alter the plans completely. 
Fears for Americans in Mexico City 
and other parts of the troubled re­ 
public are expressed in many quar­ 
ters. 
The house promptly passed a 
bill appropriating $500,000 to care for 
refugees. 
The fact that nothing had 
been heard from Charge O’Shaughnes- 
sy for nearly forty-eight hours made 
President Wilson and Secretary Bryan 
very uneasy.

United States Attorney in New York 
Orders Shipments Held Up. 
New York, April 23.—All shipments 
of arms and ammunition that may be 
consigned from this port to the Huer­ 
ta government in .Mexico will be seiz­ 
ed by the federal authorities, said H. 
Snowden Marshall, United States dis­ 
trict attorney. 
No official instructions 
on this point have been received from 
Washington, Mr. Marshall said, but in 
view of the American blockade he 
deemed it wise to hold up shipments 
to all ports which the Mexican fed 
erals have controlled

utes, then the guards retreated to­ 
wards the camp, the pursuing strikers 
at their heels. 
The strikers reached

the camp, then rushed for tile mine 
buildings. 
Mine company reports declared that 
in this rush dynamite was exploded 
by the attacking party. 
A party of militiamen, hastily sent 
from Ludlow in steel cars, reinforced 
the guards and after heavy fighting 
the strikers were driven back. 
Shortly afterwards a party of strik­ 
ers appeared in the Aguilar district, 
se p a r a te d from the Hastings-Deiagua 
canon by a high range of hills. 
The 
assailants of Delagua in the meantime 
had vanished in the direction of Agui­ 
lar.
